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PAIR JAILED 
FOR MURDER 


Motive still unclear for brutal attack in broad daylight 


A DAGENHAM man has been sen¬ 
tenced to 20 years in prison for 
murdering a teenager. 

Ronnie Atuqiya, 21, of Second 
Avenue, was jailed at the Old 
Bailey on Friday after being found 
guilty of the murder of David 
Maxwell. 

Chudi Hengari-Ajufo, 18, of no 
fixed address, was sentenced to life 
in prison with a recommendation to 
serve a minimum of 16 years for 
murder. 

The court heard they stalked 
David, 18, down the street and 
stabbed him in the back in 
Pilgrimage Street towards Long 
Lane, on October 31 last year. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Inspector Nathan Eason, of the 
Homicide and Major Crime 
Command, said: “This was a brutal 
and vicious attack in broad daylight 
on a teenager just walking down the 
street. 

“Atuqiya and Hengari-Ajufo 
stalked David and his friend 
through the local area before strik¬ 
ing. 

“Atuqiya was carrying at least 
one knife - he and his associate 
clearly intended to cause David 
very serious harm that day. 

“It remains unclear what the 
motive for this attack was but I am 
pleased they have been convicted 
and will spend a long time behind 
bars.” 

The jury heard David was walk¬ 
ing with a friend when he was 
approached by two people from 
behind.

One pulled out a knife and 
stabbed him in the back and shoul¬ 
der. David, who lived in a hostel, 
stumbled forward and collapsed on 
the pavement. 

The two suspects then ran off in 
the opposite direction. 

A post-mortem examination 
found one of the stab wounds had 
pierced his heart. 

Several witnesses saw the attack 
and identified a man with the street 


name of “Billz” as the suspect 
holding the weapon. 

“Billz” was quickly identified as 
Atuqiya and he was arrested at his 
home on November 3, 2014. 

Clothing matching that worn by 
the suspect on the day of the mur¬ 
der was found in his bedroom. 

Examination of CCTV footage 
showed the suspects together at the 
time of the murder in the area and 
following David and his friend.

A small change to save lives 

L andlords across England are being urged to act now to ensure they 
are ready for new safety laws aimed at saving dozens of lives a year. 
The new regulations will make it compulsory for all landlords to fit 
smoke alarms in rented homes. Under the new laws smoke alarms must 
be fitted on every floor of the property as well as carbon monoxide 
alarms in properties which burn solid fuels. Landlords must also check 
the alarms are working at the start of every new tenancy with potential 
penalties of up to £5,000 if they 
don't comply. 

The Chief Fire Officers' 

Association (CFOA) campaigned 
for more than two years for the 
legislation to be introduced. 

Working closely withlandlords 
and the main landlord 
associations and groups it 
presented key evidence and 
research into the Government's 
national review of the issue. 

Mark Cashin, Chair of CFOA's Home Safety Committee, said: "We are 
delighted that the Government has worked with us to bring in these new 
laws which will improve the safety of families and stop dozens ofpeople 
from losing their lives to fire each year. 

" While overall smoke alarm ownership in the country stands at around 
90%, those living in private rented homes are far less likely to have a 
working smoke alarm. Statistically people are four times more likely to 
die in a fire in the home if there is no working smoke alarm and over the 
next 10 years it is estimated that the new laws will result in 231 fewer 
deaths and 5,860 less injuries ." 

The new regulations do not apply to social landlords and Houses in 
Multiple Occupation (HMOs) as these are both covered by other existing 
laws. 

To help landlords gear up for the new 
regulations, whichsubject to 
Parliamentary approval are expected to 
come into force this October, the 
Government has provided localFire and 
Rescue Services with a limited number of 
free smoke and carbon monoxide alarms 
to distribute to give out ahead of the 
regulations coming into force.

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Firefighters and the lessons of 7/7

LONDON’S fire commissioner claims firefight¬ 
ers are “better equipped than ever” following the 
10th anniversary of the 7/7 bombings. Ron 
survived, whatever time the emergency services 
had reached the scenes of the explosions. 

Mr Dobson said: “As a brigade we took time to 
remember the 52 lives that were lost, including a 
member of our staff but also the incredible acts 
of bravery by firefighters and other emergency 
service colleagues. 

“I’m incredibly proud of our firefighters and 
control room staff who dealt with the traumatic 
incidents on the 7 July 2005. They went above 
and beyond the call of duty. It wasn’t just the first 
responders who showed strength and courage 
that day, London as a city pulled together and 
over the years, lots of stories have surfaced about 
members of the public helping the injured and 
distressed.” 

The bombings highlighted issues of radio traffic 
between agencies and the ability to communicate 
from deeper tunnels to officers on the ground. 

By February 2007, all crews were given a per¬ 
sonal hand-held radio with multiple radio chan¬ 
nels and a dedicated channel for firefighters.

Dobson, who was the brigade’s gold commander 
on July 7, 2005, insisted improvements have 
been made to radio communications, equipment 
and training with partner agencies since the ter¬ 
rorist attack. 

He stressed these improvements help firefight¬ 


ers at any emergency and especially when faced 
with a large scale incident like the attack, which 
killed 52 people. 

They included brigade member of staff, Lee 
Baisden, from Hornchurch, was one of the 52 
who died at the 7/7 bombings and had only 


joined in February 2004 as a finance officer. An 
inquest by coroner, Lady Justice Hallett, in May 
2011, ruled that the 52 victims were unlawfully 
killed. 

The coroner also found that on the balance of 
probabilities none of the deceased would have

ANNIVERSARY DEFENDER 
IS EXTRA SPECIAL

A UNIQUE Defender anniversary 
model has been built by Land 
Rover - with help from supporters 
of the brand like adventurer Bear 
Grylls and actress Virginia 
McKenna. 

The one-of-a-kind vehicle, which 
marks the UK production of the two- 
millionth Series Land Rover and 
Defender, will go under the hammer at 
Bonhams auction house in December 
as production of the current Defender 
enters its final phase. 

Proceeds from the sale will go to 
Land Rover’s humanitarian and 
conservation partners - the 
International Federation of Red Cross 
and Red Crescent Societies and the 
Born Free Foundation. 

The vehicle will be publicly unveiled 
by Bonhams at this weekend's 
Goodwood Festival of Speed and 
after a schedule of public 
appearances ‘Defender 2,000,000’ 
will be auctioned in central London. 
Jaguar Land Rover chief Dr Ralf 
Speth said: “Over 67 years, the Series 
Land Rover and in turn Defender has 
been the transport of choice for 
explorers, charity organisations, 
farmers and even royalty. 

"Throughout history it has helped 
pioneers to reach the unreachable. 
What started life as an agricultural 
workhorse has transcended the 
automotive world to become a 
worldwide design icon." 

The ‘Defender 2,000,000’ features 
distinctive touches like a map of Red 
Wharf Bay - where the design for the 
original Land Rover was first drawn in 
the sand - engraved into the 
aluminium fender, which contrasts 


with the exterior’s silver satin paint. 

A unique ‘no 2,000,000’ badge sits on 
the rear of the vehicle, which is 
mirrored on the interior console and 
the design is finished with Santorini 
Black wheels and wheel arches, roof, 
door hinges, grille and mirror caps. 

Inside, the leather seats also feature 
the Red Wharf Bay graphic and ‘no 
2,000,000’ logos have been stitched 
on the headrests. 

An aluminium plaque, signed by 
everyone who helped assemble the 
vehicle, is fitted to the driver’s seat 
plinth while on the front and rear, S90 
HUE registration plates - a reference 
to the first ever pre-production Land 
Rover, registration ‘HUE 166’ - 
complete the Defender. 

Last month a team of life-long 
Defender fans were invited to join the 
Solihull production line to help build 
the vehicle, including Bear Grylls. 

And he said: “The Land Rover 
Defender has been there for me more 
times than I care to remember. They 
are so often the unsung heroes of our 


TV shows, working hard in the 
toughest conditions to get crew in 
and out of exceptionally challenging 
terrains. 

"Known and respected by me and 
many other adventurers for their 
rugged reliability - it was an honour to 
be asked to take part in the build of 
this very special car.” 

Production of the original Land Rover 
Series I began at the Lode Lane 
facility in 1947 ahead of its launch at 
the Amsterdam Motor Show on April 
30, 1948. Since then two million 
examples of the Series I, II III and 
Defender have been produced at 
Solihull.
